While most of the American Can- 
cer Society’s current investment of 
over $12,000,000 in cancer research 
goes for practical and basic inves- 
tigation into the causes, the course 
and the treatment of the disease, 
no promising off-beat idea is ig- 
nored. Cancer scientists day-by- 
day painstakingly add to basic 
knowledge. 

ALL of us, cither directly or in- 
directly are destined to be touched 
by the suffering caused hy cancer. 
Therefore ALL of us must unite 
against the disease.
